Applicant hereby petitions to invoke the supervisory authority of the Director to acquire a filing 
receipt for the above patent application which is a file wrapper continuation filed under 37 C.F.R. 
1.62. 

* The history of this application is as follows: 

The above-identified patent application is a file wrapper continuation (FWC) filed on 
September 22, 1997 of copending patent application having US Serial No. 08/435,072 filed May 8, 
1995. A preliminary amendment was filed concurrently with the FWC canceling claims 1-7 
directed to the process for producing non-blocking slats of amorphous propylene copolymer, and 

; adding new claims 2 1 -33, also directed to the process for producing non-blocking slats of 

; amorphous propylene copolymer and having support in original claims 1-7. 
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Claims 8-20 were further subject of two divisional applications: 

1 . 08/692,363, filed August 5, 1996, now U.S. Patent No. 5,942,304; and 

2. 08/962,364 filed August 5, 1996; now U.S. Patent No. 5,733,645. 

An office action was mailed for the above FWC on February 11, 2003. However, the office 
action referenced the file as having USSN 08/435,072, which was the parent case serial number 
and which was abandoned upon filing the FWC. A response was filed to the office action May 12, 
2003 referencing USSN 09/019,746 which applicant believes is the correct USSN for the FWC of 
USSN 08/435,072. 

However, applicant's representative has been unable to assess the correctness of this U.S. 
Serial No. since no filing receipt has been received from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
regarding the correct USSN for the FWC of USSN 08/435,072. 

Accordingly, applicant respectfully petitions the Director and prays for the following relief: 

1 . That a filing receipt be issued for the FWC application indicating the correct USSN for 
future correspondence to and from the U.S. Patent Office. 

2. That the response filed May 1 2, 2003 referencing USSN 09/0 1 9,746 with the above " 
inventor, title and attorney docket number be placed in the correct file.
